Hulen Issues Injunction) 
Against Discrimination a 
Effective at 6 O’Clock y y 
Wednesday Morn | 


The City of St. Louis was or- 
dered today to admit Negroes to 
All open-air swimming pools under 
a ruling by United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen. Judge 
Hulen said his order is to become 
effective at 6 a.m. Wednesday. 

An injunction was issued by 
Judge Hulen in a suit brought 
by two Negroes, George W. Dra-/| « 
per, attorney, and Miss Rose Tay-| — 
lor, an office secretary for the, 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. 
They contended the city’s policy 
of barring Negroes from munici- 
pal swimming pools in Fair- 
grounds and Marquette parks vio- 
lated the Fourteenth Amendment 
of the Federal Constitution. 

In addition to ‘directing that 
Negroes be admitted to the pools, 


Judge Hulen also ordered that 

“no rule or regulation shall be 

made applicable to members of 

the Negro race that is not equally 

applicable to members of all other 

races using the open-air pools.” 
City Plans Appeal. 

The City Counselor's office to- 
day filed with Judge Hulen a mo- 
tion for a stay of execution of his 
order pending an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. A 
hearing on the city’s motion is 
scheduled for 10 a.m. tomorrow. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst, in- 
formed of the court’s decision, 
said: “The pools will remain 
open. We are governmental peo- 
ple and naturally have to obey 
the decrees of the court.” He 
called attention, however, to the 
Cty Counselor's motion for a stay 
of execution. 

. At a press conference, the 
Mayor commented: “I don’t an- 
ticipate any trouble. I think a 
decision of the court was neces- 

ry in the interest of human re- 
lations. Naturally, we will abide 
by the decision and hope all cit- 
izens will also. 

“These are times when the laws 
of the country should be observed 
by all people. I urge all civic 
and religious leaders to co- 
operate to impress upon the peo- 
ple the importance of strict com- 
pliance with the law.” 

In deciding against the city, the 
federal judge said: “The bar 
against members of the Negro 
race follows a custom and finds 
no authority in ordinance, statute 
or Constitution of Missouri.” 

Preferable to Indoor Pools. 

Taking noté that the city's two 
outdoor, pools are barred to Ne- 
groes, Judge Hulen stated: “Out- 
door pools are undoubtedly pref- 
erable and more attractive in 
summer than are indoor pools.” 

Although noting construction 
has begun on an outdoor pool at 
Compton avenue and Market 
street, which will be open to Ne- 
groes, Judge Hulen pointed out it 
is “in a setting far less attractive 
than the present outdoor pools.” 

The question presented for the 
record, the judge found, was: 
“Can the City of St. Louis refuse 
use of open-air swimming pools, 
built, maintained and operated by

PILOT’S BODY FOUND 
IN RIVER; PLANE 200 
FEET UP IN WIRES 


PORTLAND Ore., July 17 (AP) 
~—Police today recovered the body 
of a 61-year-old pilot, hurled to 
his death in the Willamette 
river when his low-flying plane 
hooked ontc a power line. 

The plane hung suspended from 
the wire 200 feet above the river 
for seven hours yesterday before 
it was finally lowered to a barge 
on the river at 10 p.m. 

Hundreds watched as power 
crews, working under floodlights, 
loosened the 115-thousand volt 
line, one of eight spanning the 
river, and eased the plane down. 
It was not certain until then 
that the pilot, Ira E. Cook, Port- 
land, had been thrown.from the 
plane. although the impact had 
ripped the propeller and engine 
from the craft. The rest of the 
plane, hooked to the wire by the 
rudder, dangled in the breeze. 

Cook, employed as a mechanic 
at McNary dam, 175 miles east of 
here, had visited friends on a tug 
anchored in the river and was 
flying over the boat in a final 
salute before leaving the city 
when the accident occured.

Superior to Old Code. 


The Labor Tribune’s editorial 
pointed out that the charter com- 
mittee of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, after giving the 
document exhaustive study, called 
it a “‘modern, 1950 model, stream- 
lined charter to fit the needs of 
the times and far superior to the 
present obsolete charter.” 

The committee was composed of 
labor leaders prominent in Re- 
publican and Democratic circles. 
“To their credit,” the editorial 
states, “they displayed greater 
foresight, acumen and civic re- 
sponsibility than the so-called 
practical ward politicians who op- 
pose the adoption of the new city 
charter for mercenary and 
picayunish reasons.” 

Declaring the political i- 
tion to the charter was ipon 
the fact the document eliminates 
certain elective offices and fur- 
ther reduces political patronage 
through expanding civil service, 
the editorial suggested the oppo- 
sition might backfire, and it called 
for a heavy labor vote to assist in 
the process. Maury E. Rubin is 
editor of the Labor Tribune. 

Meeting for City Employes. 

A mass meeting to acquaint city 
employes and their families with 
the added protection the charter 
would give municipal workers has 
been planned by a labor group for 
Friday at 8 p.m. at St. Louis 
House. Speakers will include the 
co-chairmen of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for the New Charter, H. 
Sam Priest and Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann; Raymond R. Tucker, chair- 
man of the Buard of Freeholders, 
and John I. Rollings, a member of 
this board and executive secretary 
of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union. 

Leadership of the Negro com- 
munity appeared to be divided on 
the question of support for the 
charter. ‘Elmer V. Mosee, super- 
intendent of People’s Hospital and 
former commander of the Tom 
Powell Post of the American Le- 
gion, and Thomas Jefferson, a 
member of the Mayor’s Council 
on Human Relations, declared for 
the charter yesterday. Elisworth 
Evans, school principal and presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Catholic In- 
ter-racial Council, and Clarence 
Hunter, another school principal 
and a member of the Mayor's 
Council on Human Relations, 
were aiso reported as favorable 
to the charter. 

However, R. L. Witherspoon, 
president of the St. Louis branch 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, said that organization had 
gone on- record last February 
against the charter and was urg- 
ing its defeat because of its fail- 
ure to include a civil rights pro- 
vision. 

Mosee and Jefferson added 
their indorsements despite some 
disappointment the charter did

“TI suppose for a quicker set- 
tlement of the Korean problem 
it would be necessary to hear 
representatives of the Korean 
people.” 


Sir Benegal Rau, chief of the 
Indian delegation to the 
United Nations, indicated in 
Lake Success today that this 
version of Stalkin’s note was ac- 
curate “in broad terms.”

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
is planning to make one of the 
most delicate diplomatic moves of 
the world crisis this week in reply 
to suggestions of India’s prime 
minister Nehru for settling the 
Korean war. 


The New York Times and a new 
Delhi source reported today that 
Prime Minister Stalin has replied 
to these suggestions gby asking 
for the seating of Communist 
China in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council as a step toward 
ending the war. 

Acheson is expected in his an- 
swer to draw a sharp line between 
peace and appeasement,, as those 
terms are applied here to the 
Korean situation. 

Essential Condition. 

The essential condition to any 
settlement of the Korean and fe- 
lated Far Eastern issues is com- 
plete withdrawal of the Com- 
munist invasion forces from South 
Korea, Acheson is expected to 
write. The United States, he will 
make clear, is not prepared to 
compromise on this condition 
which is not only an American but 
also a United Nations objective. 

At the same time, associates 
said, Acheson will not close any 
door to an international effort to 
work out a just, permanent solu- 
tion of the Korean problem in the 
United Nations once the Red ag- 
gression has been ended. 

Nehru sent personal messages 
last Thursday to Acheson and 
Stalin. Stalin’s reply was hand- 
ed to the Indian Ambassador in 
Moscow Saturday. 

The Indian Ambassador Mme. 
Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, presented 
Stalin’s views to Acheison in a 
five-minute call today. 

Stalin’s Reported Reply. 

The New York Times, quoting 
confidential sources, said Stalin 
wrote that he “welcomed Nehru’s 
initiative in to . restore 
peace in Korea”; and “reactiva- 
tion of the Security Council 
should be the first step.”

Cordwood in Front of 
American Guns, Sur- 
vivor Reports.

WITH AMERICAN FORCES 
ON THE KOREAN FRONT, Ko- 
rea, July 17 (UP)—The Commun- 
ists came by the thousands in 
fanatical. screaming waves—right 
into American foxholes and _ be- 
yond. 

American artillery fired at 
point-blank range as fast as it 
could be loaded, but it couldn’t 
stop them for long. 


Bodies Pjled Up Like 


Neither could United States 
machine-gunners who piled up 
Communist bodies like cordwood 
in front of their guns. 


For every one killed, 10 took 
his place. 


And still they came. 


An aid station was enveloped. 
The North Koreans killed all the 
wounded, even the chaplain who 
had stayed behind to comfort the 
men. 


That is how the North Koreans 
caved in the American line on 
the Kum river north of Taejon 
yesterday. They won by sheer 
weight in numbers. In simple 
arithmetic, it was hundreds of 
Americans fighting against thou- 
sands, perhaps tens of thousands, 
of North Koreans. 


Survivor’s Story. 

Lt. A. A. Dianda of Marquette, 
Mich., told how it was in the 
front lines. 

“We must have, killed 1000 of 
them,” he said. “You just 
couldn’t miss.” 

“We were dug in on a dike 
along the river,” he said. “They 
opened up on us about 4:30 a.m. 
Sunday. The fire did not hurt 
us much, but we had to keep our 
heads down. 

“The first attack came right 
behind the barrage. This first 
group of North Koreans carried 
only knives and hand grenades. 

“They swam the river and 
scrambled up the banks and came 
right into the foxholes where we 
were ducking for cover. ‘As fast 
as they’d clean out one foxhole, 
they’d move into another in sort 
of leap-frog fashion.” 

In this way, Dianda said, the 
Reds cleared an area of about 
300 yards on either side of a 
bridge across the Kum which the 
Americans had blown up earlier. 

The Main . Attack. 

“Then came the main attack,” 
he said. “They poured out of 
the woods on the other side of 
the river in groups of about 70 
yelling, ‘banzai! banzai!,’ and run- 
ning straight at us. 

“They were all well-uniformed 
and every fifth man carried an 
automatic weapon. They tried to 
come through the hole they had 
made in our front-line defenses 
but we were ready for them. 

“We had the area zeroed in 
with heavy mortars and artillery 
and blew them to bits at pointl 
blank range. 

« “From 6 until 8 a.m., they kept 
coming out of those woods and 
we kept blasting away at them. 

“They would hold their fire 
until they were on top of us and 
then give us the works. 

“They pushed through our for- 
ward positions, but we caught 
‘them with machine-gun fire from 
our second line of defense along 
some hills about 500 yards to the 
rear. 

‘Piled Up Like Cordwood.’ 

“One =machine-gunner must 
have killed 250 of them in 15 
minutes. The Reds piled up like 
cordwood before his gun.” 

The Americans halted that 
drive, then started a tank-sup- 
ported counter-attack and drove 
the Reds back across the river. 
By 10 a.m., they were in full re- 
treat. 

Then the American flanks 
caved in and the outnumbered 
Yanks were engulfed. 

“They came at us from all sides 
and we had to pull out as best 
we could,” Dianda said. “They

PLANS IS DUE WEDNESDAY

President Expected to 

- Ask for 5 Billions More 
for Defense, Lifting of 
Ceilings on. Armed 
Forces. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
President Truman will tell Con- 
gress Wednesday and the nation 
in a radio report later the same 
day what he believes is needed 
to push the Red invaders back 
out of South Korea. 


One official close to the plan- 
ning said Truman is expected to 
ask for five billion dollars or 
more in new defense funds, and 
to lift ceilings on the armed 
forces by more than 200,000 men. 


In its. present form, the emer- 
gency program was said by this 
source to call for: 


1. New appropriations or con- 
tract authorizations totaling 
around five or six billion dol- 
lars. 

2. Legislation, authorizing an 
additional 160, men for the 
Army above the present legal 
limit of 837,000, and about 60,- 
000 more for the Navy, now 
held by law to 666,882. Pre- 
sumably there would he an in- 
crease also in the 502,000-man 
Air Force ceiling. The three 
services now are nearly 600,000 
men short of their total author- 
ized strength of 2,005,882. 

3. Authority for the Defense 
Department to order selected 
reservists to active duty, instead 
of asking for volunteers as at 
present. 

4. Postponing any action now 
on proposals for mobilizing any 
of the 27 National Guard divi- 
sions. 

Authority te Call Reservists. 

Truman, under the Selective 
Service Act, already has authority 
to order reservists to active duty, 
and is expected to inform Con- 
ss he has delegated that au- 
thority to Defense Secretary John- 
son.

Possible Next Stand. 


(A Washington Defense Depart- 
ment spokesman intimated that 
Taejon was written off and that 
the next American stand might 
be based on a high ridge some 35 
miles southeast, on the road to 
Kumchon.) 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s in- 
formation officer, Col. M. P. Ech- 
ols, echoed this. He said the loss 
of Taejon would have’ no more 
than a morale effect and that the 
Americans were steadily with- 
drawing into more rugged and 
more easily-defensible territory. 


Gen. MacArthur’s midnight 
communique did not mention 
abandonment of Taejon, but said 
heavy pressure from two and 
possibly three Communist divi- 
sions had forced an American 
withdrawal in the Taejon-Kong- 
ju-Nonsan triangle. This is an 
expanse of more than 200 square 
miles south of the Kum river. 
Kongju is: 20 miles northwest of 
Taejon, while Nonsan is 20 miles 
south of Kongju and 29 road miles 
southwest of Taejon. 


The communique said the Com- 
munists were paying a high price 
for the ground they gained and 
that the American withdrawal 
was orderly. It added that only 
two Communist tanks had suc- 
ceeded in crossing to the south 
bank of the Kum.river and that 
both of them had been destroyed. 


American pilots blasted North 
Korean transport today from Se- 
oul to the break-through area 
south of the Kum, dispatches said. 
They flew round-the-clock mis- 
sions, attacking with rockets and 
machine guns. 
Some pilots attacked so low 
they feared they would scrape 
trees and hillsides. They hit 
trucks moving southward and big 
Red tanks sheltered by earth 
banks. 

Three Tanks Wrecked. 
The fighters reported destruc- 
tion of three tanks, 17 trucks and 
two locomotives. They damaged 
30 trucks and shot up several 
buildings which were suspected 
Communist shelters. 
The latest air communique told 
of the second heavy American 
bombing raid on a North Korean 
target, and of continued tactical 
support of ground troops.'

ABOARD A JET FIGHTER 
TRAINER OVER TAEJON, July 
17 ‘(AP)}—We were five minutes 
away from the target area—five 
minutes at jet speed—when our 
flight of four F-80s and one T-33 
contacted the air controller. 

“Take the area between Sin- 
tansin and Kengju on the Kum 
river,” the brittle, impersonal 
voice called over the radio. “Work 
everything on the north bank and 
everything three miles south of 
the river.” 

Thus began the hunt which had 
started a handful of minutes ear- 
lier. We had left an American 
air base in Japan to give aerial 
support to American forces. 

The “we” were four jet fighters 
piloted by Lts. Fletcher Meadors 
of Jacksonville, Fla.; William 
Dougherty of Carmel, Calif.; 
Owen Radcliff of Tampa, Fia., 
and Robert Wayne of Garden City, 
N.Y.. and an unarmed “rumble 
seat’ F-80 called T(trainer)-33, pi- 
loted by Lt. James E. Tidwell, of 
Salt Lake City, in which I was a 
passenger. 

Warned to Watch Skies. 

The pilots were briefed by 
Meadors. He outlined our course 
to Korea and warned us to watch 
the skies in which new enemy air- 
craft appeared today. 

We walked out to the airplanes, 
Tidwell commenting that was how 
a jet pilot gets his exercise, 
boarded our plane and started the 
engine. The four jets, armed with 
rockets and 50-caliber machine 
guns, taxied to the end of the 
runway and we followed. 

The fighters lined 
abreast. Heat haze from their tail 
pipes shimmered against the run- 
way. There was an increased roar 
from engines and four great 
clouds of dust as throttles went 
forward and the jets raced down 
field. Tidwell followed close be- 
hind. In a few minutes we were 
at more than 20,000 feet altitude, 
in a blue sky. It was almost silent 
except for a sound like a great 
rush of wind. The speedometer 
registered over 400 miles an hour. 
The hands of the altimeter moved 
slowly higher.

Linked to Flow of Men, Materiel | 
Through Single, Exposed Harbor 


Increasing Stream of Supplies Moving Into 
Pusan Where Facilities Are Barely Ade- 
quate — Bombing of Port Bottleneck a 


Possibility anda Danger.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP). 
N enormously complex—and potentially dangerous—transporta- 
tion problem is hampering efforts to build up material behind 
the United States forces in Korea. 


weapons, ammunition and other 


forces now there supplied for the bitter fight. 


That port is Pusan, a tiny place 
as world seaports go, with lim- 
ited facilities and a single rail- 
inadequate highway | 


road and 
routes linking it to the battle | 
zone. 


If the port should be crippled | 


by attack or captured, the whole 
Korean campaign could falter or 
collapse. 

So far North Korean airplanes 
have been scarce. The men re- 
sponsible for getting war goods to 
the embattled American and South 
Korean forces haven't had to cope 
with attempts to bomb Pusan’s 
harbor. 

Whether this situation continues 
depends on whether Russia de- 
cides to provide its North Korean 
satellite with a tactical air force 


Possibilities of Buzz Bombs. 


There is still another danger, if 
World War II is taken as a lesson 
—the possibility that the Commu- 
nists might decide to try V-1 buzz 
, bombs as the Germans did with 
" damaging results against the har- 
bor of Antwerp. The Russians 
are known to have captured quan- 
tities of these medium-distance 
missiles and to have been experi- 
menting with them since the war. 

The range of the World War II 
V-1 was between 250 and 300 
miles. The distance from North 
Korean-held territory to Pusan is 
only about 130 miles. 

There are no good alternate 
ports in South Korean hands. 
While information here shows 
three other ports—Masan, Yosu 
and Mok’po (also called Moppo) 
—they are small, with shallow 
harbors and few facilities for han- 
dling even light vessels. Heavy 
ocean-going ships cannot’ use 
them. 

Pusan itself, when the Ameri- 
cans started using it for the South 
Korean campaign, had only four 
piers able to berth ocean-going 
ships. 

‘What must go through this bot- 
tleneck? 

There is no information on the 
size of the American force now in 
Korea or on what will be added. 
However, at the outset, there was 
reference to the Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision, or at least elements of it, 
entering the campaign. 


What Pusan Has Handled. 


That gives a rough yardstick of 
what the port has had to handle: 

The vehicles, weapons and other 
major equipment of one normal 
infantry division of 17,000 men 
(not including hundreds or thou- 
sands of tons of other material) 
totals approximately 17,000 tons. 
This is what must be moved when 
the division starts rolling toward 
a battlefront. 

In this tonnage is included such 
items as these: more than 600 
two and a half-ton trucks, more 
than 200 three-quarter ton jeep 
trucks, more than 1000 jeeps and 
trailers, seventy-two 105- and 155- 
millimeter howitzers, about forty 
75-millimeter guns. If tanks are 
taken along (and they have begun 
to appear in the American sectors 
of Korea) a division normally is 
equipped with about 140 of them. 

An infantry division also is 
equipped with about 18 big, self- 
propelled 155-millimeter weapons. 
However, all of this equipment 
may not be moved to the front, 
depending on the requirements 
there and on the condition of 
highways for moving it. 

That is’ the equipment and arms 
used by a division. It is only the 
beginning. The tonnage of sup- 


plies used in battle is huge, vary- | | 


ing with the kind of action being | 
conducted. 
Supplies Needed. 
A rule-of-thumb measurement 


used by the Army shows that a 
division in ‘delaying action’ (which | 
is what the American forces are | 


doing in Korea now) requires ap- 
proximately 436 tons of supplies 
a day. This includes 48 tons of 
food and similar equipment; 
tons of clothing, weapons re- 
placements, vehicular material, 
construction and engineer equip- 
ment; 111 tons of fuel and lubri- 
cants; 235 tons of ammunition, 
chemical smoke material for 
‘screening’ or spotting for tactical 
operations, anti-tank mines, etc. 

In ‘pursuit’ action the total re- 
quirements, strangely, drop off 
to an estimated 296 tons. This 
is because contact with the enemy 
is less, with a consequent reduc- 
. tion in expenditure of such items 
as ammunition. However, other 
items go up, including fuel used 
for pursuing the enemy.

EN. DOUGLAS MacARTHUR 
gave the United States fight- 
ing men in Korea a pledge 
yesterday that they will get every- 
thing they need—‘supplies, weap- 
ons, ammunition and equipment” 
~——to drive the North Korean Com- 
munists back beyond: their fron- 
tier “in the shortest possible 
time.” 


He commented, at the same 
time, that the Korean war is “only 
in the beginning stages.” 


The commander in chief said 
supplies of all kinds already were 
moving to the front in astonish- 
ing quantity. 

In a communique which was 
attributed to “a headquarters 
spokesman,” MacArthur said: 

“With the Korean war a bare 
three weeks old, thousands of 
tons of badly needed supplies and 
equipment have been delivered to 
United Nations troops in Korea 
by air and water at such a rate 
that stockpiles are beginning to 
make their appearance near the 
front lines, with additional ones to 
be added as reinforcements arrive.”’ 


Be . We are determined that 
the successes which the enemy 
has gained thus far, and which 
prove beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that he was preparing for 
aggression by stocking supplies 
and equipment at a time when 
our own forces were building for 
peace, shall be only temporary. 


“Machinery has already been 
set in motion to provide in Korea 
the men, guns, ammunition and 
whatever else is needed to drive 
the invaders back north of the 
thirty-eighth parallel.” 


So efficiently and so smoothly 
are supply operations being car- 
ried out that “in spite of efforts 
of the enemy to prevent it, tem- 
porary shortages of some items 
that have occurred have been 
filled within a period of hours 
from the time that word reached 
general headquarters in Tokyo,” 
the communique said. 


“To provide front line troops 
with things they need when they 
need them, and without regard 
to the elements or to distance, 
requires teamwork that can only 
be achieved after many months 
of meticulous planning and a high 
degree of training,” the commu- 
nique continued. 


“The fact that our troops, who 


are fighting such a gallant battle 
against a vicious enemy that out- 
numbers them many times, are 
getting what they need in a war 
that is only in the beginning 
stages is a tribute to that tireless 
team which keeps supplies mov-

Business Outlook 


The Korean discombobolation is 
already evident in Wall Street. 
The stock market is down 13 per 
cent from its June high. Gen- 
eral Motors, which sold at $99 
after the company announced 
plans for a _ two-for-one_ stock 
splitup, dropped to below $80. 
Television stocks likewise were 
badly mauled. Admiral slumped 
from $36 a share before Korea 
to $20; Philco from $49 to $33; 
RCA from $22 to $15; Zenith 
from $63 to $40. 

That’s Wall Street’s way of 
saying we're heading into a war 
economy. Automobile companies 
are great users of steel. But if 
steel is needed for tanks, shells, 
ammunition cases and so on, few- 
er autos will be made. Television 
production likewise will be cut. 
Electronic parts will be diverted 
to signal and detection equip- 
ment for the armed ferces. 

Priorities All Over Again? 
President Truman, Chairman 
Symington, of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, and Sec- 
retary of Defense Johnson now 
face the task of building up war 
production fast. That goes be- 
yond merely placing orders. They

The personal problem for any 
business man is this: He wants 
to work on defense production. 
He’s patriotic, isn’t he? His cus- 
tomers are patriotic, too.

Priorities—controls—cut through 
this pressure. Under a priority, 
the business man who gets a war 
order has no choice but to fill it.

Will the com- 
panies be willing to clear floor 
space and provide managerial tal- 
ent for war production—to the 
detriment of their civilian oper- 
ations? 

War Orders Welcomed. 

When Germany marched into 
Poland, business men welcomed 
war orders. The steel industry 
was operating at only 72 per cent 
of capacity. In June 1940, when 
France fell, steel operations were 
only 84 per cent. Not so today, 
when steel is around 100 per cent 
of capacity. Yet, then, war pro- 
duction didn’t really get rolling 
until strict limitations were placed 
on civilian production, until pas- 
senger automobile output was 
stopped.

other means, since all means of 
waging war are dependent on in- 
dustrial output. 

This theory has been neither 
proved nor disproved by what 
has happened in Korea. The in- 
dustrial output of Northern Korea 
is negligible from the military 
viewpoint. It could not sustain a 
military operation by a battalion 
combat team: Northern Korea’s 
weapons, airplanes and munitions 
are supplied from Russian fac- 
tories and arsenals, which are not 
under atomic or any other kind 
of attack.. 

While large bombers have 
been used by our Air Force in 
Korea,. they are employed 
against the supply routes, air- 
fields, storage dumps and other 
military installations of the 
Red forces. They have been ef- 
fective in this regard, and will 
doubtless be increasingly ef- 
fective as additional aircraft 
ke available, but the basic 
t ef strategic bombing— 
of disarming a nation by the 
destruction of its means of 
military production—is not in 
question in Korea nor can it be 
‘under existing conditions.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (UP) 


ENATOR BRIEN McMAHON (Dem.), Connecticut, chairman of 
the joint congressiong] Atomic Energy Committee, said yesterday 
Russia is “working” on the hydrogen bomb and that the United 


States is seeking a site for a plant to do H-bomb work. 

He said this country should not use the atomic bomb against 
either the Russian or the North Korean Communists, even though 
he agreed that Russia inspired the the Korean war. 


McMahon was interviewed on 
National Broadcasting Co.'s “Meet 
the Press” television show. 

Asked why Korea would not be 
a good A-bomb target, McMahon 
replied: 

“The .A-bomb is primarily a 
weapon to strike at sources of 
power. The sources of power for 
North Korea are not generate in 
North Korea itself. I doubt if 
there are any tank factories in 
North Korea. 

Can Build H-Bomb, He Thinks. 


Interviewers asked him if the 
H-bomb was capable of being con- 
structed and delivered to a target. 

“TI think the hydrogen-bomb can 
be built,” he said. “I believe it 
can be delivered—but I hope it 
never will be delivered. The only 
reason I hope it will be built is 
because the Soviets are working 
on it.” 

The revelation that officials are 
seeking a site for a new plant to 
carry out H-bomb development 
came when McMahon was asked if 
the Korean war would delay new 
atomic tests. 

“One of the most top secret 
things we are dealing with is our 
rate of progress,” he replied. 
Then he added that those in 
charge of the program are look- 
ing for a good location for the 
new plant the Atomic Energy 
Commission plans to build for 
H-bomb work. 

Silent on Red Stockpile. 

McMahon refused to discuss the 
size of Russia’s stockpile of atomic 
bombs, commenting only that this 
“is something every United States 
citizen should be thinking and 
praying about.” 

Asked whether diversion of men 
and materials to the H-bomb 
would mean fewer A-bombs, Mc- 
Mahon said that would be true 
only if the supply of atomic ma- 
terials was not increased. 

“However, by putting on extra 
steam, extra effort and extra per- 


sonnel we can maintain our pres- 
ent atomic bomb production rate,” 
he said. 


President Truman only a few 
days ago asked Congress for an 
additional $280,000,000 to expand 
atomic facilities and speed work 
on the H-bomb—an action which 
was interpreted to mean the 
Atomic Energy Commission now 
~ convinced the project is possi- 

e. 

Doubts Disappearing. 

During early experimental work 
on the bomb, there had been con- 
siderable doubt that it could even 
be made. McMahon himself said 
recently that most top scientists 
on the project now are convinced 
that it can.

How Do We Pay For It? 

When President Truman goes to Congress 
with his request for more military funds to 
meet the Korean crisis, the vital question will 
be how this money is to be raised. 

If this were a slack time, if many men were 
unemployed and factories idle, one could make 
a case for simply adding the new expenditure 
to the deficit already in prospect—for saying, 
in other words, that the bill could best be met 
by borrowing against the future. 

But most of our working force and most of 
our productive facilities are already fully em- 
ployed. In these circumstances, the addition 
of four or five or 10 billion dollars to the stream 
of demand can only mean a decided sharpening 
of competition for goods and services. That 
new competition of dollars for goods is likely 
to result directly in higher prices. 


The deficit method of financing the Korean . 


war involves paying the bill twice—paying 
it now in the form of higher prices, and paying 
t later in the form of the new government 
ebt we shall have contracted. 

What is the alternative? Clearly, it is to 
adopt those policies which reduce total demand 
at the same time the new military expenditures 
increase it. 

One method is stringent government economy 
in non-military outlays. Congress has a greater 
responsibility than ever to put the administra- 
tive house in order and to postpone post- 
ponable civil spending. 

Yet to be realistic we should face the fact 
that Congress is unlikely to achieve as much 
economy as will be needed to offset the new 
expenditures. If government demand is not 
going to be cut sufficiently, then a reduction 
in the demand of consumers or. of business will 
be called for. To achieve that takes taxation. 

The real choice before the country, then, is 
between paying for the Korean war in the form 
of higher prices, and paying for it in the form 
of higher taxes. 

If the first course were chosen, the main 
burden would fall on consumers, who are the 
ultimate payers of all prices. It would in- 
evitably generate new wage demands tending 
to accelerate the inflationary spiral. If Amer- 
icans have the courage to face the realities, 
they will choose to finance the war in Korea 
by taxes. 
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On a Rainy Hill 

On a hilltop stands a monument in the shape 
of a star. This is Bastogne. Seventy-six thou- 
sand, eight hundred and ninety Americans were 
killed or wounded there or were missing after 
the battle. But they and their comrades broke 
the backbone of Hitler’s armed forces on this 
spot. 

Those were the words of the President of the 
United States, read in the rain on the Belgian 
hill of Le Mardasson Sunday, as the monument 
to the American soldiers who fell in the Battle 
of the Bulge was unveiled. 


The odds they fought against were greater 
than the 10-to-l1 which American soldiers fight 
against in Korea today, opposing the new ag- 
gression that has broken out against the free 
nations. There were 25 German divisions 
against the one 10lst Airborne. The spirit in 
which they fought tyranny then was exempli- 
fied by Gen. McAuliffe’s famous response to the 
German demand that they surrender. “Nuts!” 
said Gen. McAuliffe. 


The purpose for which they fought, and for 
which Americans fight in the Far East now, is 
a world of nations at peace with each other. 
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A Measure of Decay 
Most people know that urban housing in gen- 
eral falls short of the standards which a society 
at our level of technological progress ought to 
achieve. But it is always a shock to learn just 
how wide is the gap between housing as it is 
and housing as it ought to be. 


A study by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
shows that in the St. Louis metropolitan area 
34.6 per cent of all rental dwellings. lack com- 
plete bath facilities. Americans have been ac- 
cused of carrying the art of plumbing to absurd 
lengths, yet here is a confession that one out 
of three rental homes in one of the country’s 
major metropolitan areas lacks even the decent 
minimum of sanitary equipment. 


The Department of Labor survey also gives us 
a statistical measure of the degree to which de- 
cay has already taken its toll of St. Louis hous- 
ing. It finds that 4.5 per cent of all homes in 
the area are inadequate or unsafe as shelter. 
This means that close to 17,000 dwellings—the 
homes of perhaps 67,000 people—are unfit to 
be used and ought to be replaced. In other 
words, St. Louis condemns to live in unfit hous- 
ing as many persons as the entire population of 
Springfield, Mo. 

Much new housing is being built in the St. 
Louis area, but new construction on the fringes 
won't solve the problem of decay at the core. 
The challenge to the community is to find ways 
by which that decay can be arrested and the 
unfit sections rebuilt with: modern, sanitary, 
safe homes.

The news from Korea is bad; but even 
if it were favorable news there could be no 
question of the need to mobilize and to 
maintain with our allies a force in being 
capable of meeting sudden aggression. 


It is not possible for any member of the 
public to state in detail what forces need 
to be kept in readiness in the various thea- 
ters where our interests and commitments 
lie. Yet the general principle can and 
must be maintained that in Germany and 
Western Europe, in the Far East, in the 
Mediterranean and Middle East, there be 
from now on a disposition of sea, air and 
land power which makes it impossible for 
the best armed and organized of local 
troops to effect a sudden coup with suc- 
cess. Beyond that there must be the ar- 
rangements, both defensive and offensive, 
for a war involving Russia itself. 


This is a large order. We believe the 
American people will tolerate nothing less. 
The mobilization of manpower for such a 
task, whether it requires (according to 
various military estimates) 12 or 20 full 
strength divisions, will be faced with sober 
acquiescence. 

The strains upon our industrial system 
necessitated by the equipping and main- 
tenance of such a force will involve both 
voluntary and compulsory controls—these 
will be recognized as unescapable. 

But whatever it costs, mobilization on a 
limited basis and for clear objectives must 
be undertaken. And there is no justifica- 
tion for not beginning it now.

Between Book Ends 


The English Novelists 
ANTHONY TROLLOPE, by Beatrice Curtis Brown. 

{Alan Swallow, 107 pgs., $2.) 

MARIA EDGEWORTH, by P. H. Newby. (Alan Swal- 
low, 98 pgs., $2.) 

Each generation desires to re-evaluate 
the literary artists of its past, and the 
English Novelists series, of which these 
are the tenth and eleventh volumes, at- 
tempts this evaluation for one group of 
English authors. Also, the books of this 
series add necessary biographical infor- 
mation, make use of relevant scholarship, 
and provide short bibliographies. 

Miss Brown’s “Anthony Trollope” is an 
excellent biographical criticism of one of 
England’s most prolific novelists. Only a 
few of his 80 novels could be analyzed, 
and so the critic has concentrated on gen- 
eral features: his style, characters, back- 
grounds, and his unified view of life. The 
critic is complimentary, reflecting the re- 
habilitation of Trollope’s reputation in re- 
cent years. But she is also sure and 
brisk, and her grasp of Trollope’s virtues 
is excellent. 

The central virtue contributing to Trol- 
lope’s literary success, Miss Brown says, 
not dated by an em- 
phasis on the prob- 
lems of. nineteenth 
century industrial- 
ism. “He could see 
the world only in 
terms of individuals.” 

The central bio- 
graphical fact about 
Trollope is his long 
is his belief in par- 
ticipating in life, not 
theorizing.

The 
biographer has handled revealingly the 
debated question of the extent of her fa- 
ther’s participation in her writing. By 
scholarly methods Newby shows that the 
effect of her father was determined by 
the fact that she submitted her plans to 
him and wrote for his large and apprecia- 
tive family circle. 

The critic-biographer is more interested 
in Maria’s personality and work than in 
the literary history of her effect on Scott, 
Turgenev, and later novelists. The style 
of this biography is pleasing and the bibli- 
ography adequate. 

The English Novelists series is an at- 
tempt to fill a specific need. The English 
Men of Letters series has long been out- 
dated, and much modern scholarship now 
awaits application to evaluation of the nov- 
elists. These volumes of the series are

ADDED 10 FBI LIST 


Thomas Kling Replaces Henry 
Hanland Shelton as One of 
10 ‘Most Wanted’ Men. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion added the name of a New 
Jersey bank robber to its list of 
the nation’s 10 “most wanted” 
men today. 


The addition is Thomas Kling, 
also known by various aliases, 
currently sought for allegedly try- 
ing to hold up a crowded tavern 
in his home town of Bayonne, 
N. J., last Dec. 26. 

Kling replaces on the list Henry 
Harland Shelton, convicted Indi- 
ana murderer and jair breaker, 
who was shot and captured hy 
FBI agents at Indianapolis on 
June 23. 

The Kling addition makes the 
fifth revision in the “top ten” list 
in the last four months. Since 
March, half of the “most wanted” 
criminals then listed have been 
picked up. 

Kling is 43 years old. While 
short and slight, he is described 
by the bureau as “dangerous and 
believed to be armed.” His diffi- 
culties with police authorities 
date back to age 10. A long list 
of convictions include breaking 
and entering, larceny, atrocious 
assault and battery, and robbery. 

According to the FBI, Kling al- 
legedly appeared in the Bayonne 
tavern just at closing time and 
announced a stick-up. After one 
shot had been fired, a tavern pa- 
tron hit the robber on the head 
with a heavy bar stool. The in- 
truder dropped to the floor, then 
disappeared in the confusion as 
police were summoned. 

Kling is now charged in a fed- 
eral warrant with unlawful flight 
to avoid prosecution for the hold- 
up attempt. 


ALVANLEY JOHNSTON 
RETIRES AS CHIEF 
OF RAIL ENGINEERS 


CLEVELAND, July 17 (UP) — 
Alvanley Johnston. announced his 
retirement as grand chief engineer 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers after 25 years as its 
chief executive. 

Johnston’s successor is expected 
to be chosen at the convention 
which is in session here. First 
Assistant Grand Chief Engineer 
James P. Shields and Assistant

pectin supplied by some other 
source. The two juices may be 
combined for what we know as 
old-fashioned jelly, or we may use 
the bottled or powdered pectin. 
There are those who like to use 
it with currant juice also as the 
jelly has a milder flavor and, of 
course, the process of making is 
so mttch easier and quicker. This 
method is strongly recommended 
for the inexperienced cook. Pec- 
tin also may be used for jams if 
you prefer a thick to a “runny” 
jam. Men seem to be inclined to 
demand the thicker product. 

No matter which method is 
used for jelly, the preparation of 
the juice is the same. If a com- 
bination of currants and rasp- 
berries is used, the unstemmed 
currants or picked over raspber- 


‘ries may be cooked together with 


a very small amount of water in 
a rather large kettle, and the 
fruits should be crushed as they 
cook, just long enough to start 
the juice flowing. 

The next step is to put the fruit 
into a jelly bag which may be 
merely a large square of double 
thick cheesecloth arranged in a 
large strainer or bow]. Then, the 
corners are tied securely and hung 
above the bowl @&® drip several 
hours. It is thrifty to press the 
bag at the end of two hours to be 
sure all the juice is extracted. In 
this case, however, it must be 
restrained through cheesecloth if 
we desire a clear jelly. And that 
is one of the criterions for a fine 
product. 

Measurements of juice and 
sugar must be accurate wh®n 
fruit pectin is used. Directions 
which come with the product must 
be followed exactly, as methods 
are different for the use of pow- 
dered or liquid pectin. Just as 
much care must be taken for jam. 
You will note that powdered pec- 
tin is added to the hot juice and 
stirred to boiling, then the sugar 
is added and after boiling has be- 
gun again, it must be carried on 
rapidly for one minute. With the 
bottled pectin, the sugar goes in 
first. In another column, you will 
find directions for making old- 
fashioned jelly and jam and for 
sealing the products made by the 
old or the new method. 

Ripe Raspberry Marmalade. 
Four cups prepared fruit. 
Seven cups sugar. 

One bottle fruit pectin. 

To prepare fruit: Peel off yel- 
low rind of two medium oranges 
and two medium lemons with 
sharp knife, leaving as much of 


white part on fruit as possible. ' 


Put yellow rinds through food 
chopper. Add one cup water and 
one-eighth teaspoon soda, bring to 
a boil, cover and simmer 10 min- 
utes. Cut off tight skin of peeled 
fruit and slip pulp out of each 
section. Add pulp and juice to 
cooked rind and simmer, covered, 
20 minutes longer. Crush or 
grind about one quart fully ripe 
raspberries. Combine with orange 
mixture. 

To make the jam: Measure 
sugar and prepared fruit into 
large saucepan, filling up last cup 
with water if necessary. Mix 
well. Place over high heat, bring 
to a full rolling boil and boil 
hard one minute, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat and 
at once stir in bottled fruit pec- 
tin. Then stir and skim by turns 
for five minutes to cool slightly, 
to prevent floating fruit. . Pour 
quickly into glasses. Paraffin at 
once. Yield: About 11 medium 
glasses. 

Raspberry Jam. 

Four and one-half cups prepared 
fruit, six cups sugar, one box 
powdered fruit pectin. 

To prepare fruit: Crush thor- 
oughly about two quarts fully ripe 
red raspberries. (If desired, sieve 
half of pulp to remove some of 
seeds. Measure four and one-half 
cups into a large saucepan. 

To make jam: Measure sugar 
and set aside. Place saucepan 
holding fruit over high heat. Add 
powdered fruit pectin and stir un- 
til mixture comes to a hard boil. 
At once stir in sugar. Bring to 
a full rolling boil and boil hard 
one minute, stirring 
Remove from heat, skim, ladle 
quickly into glasses. Paraffin at 
once. Yield: About 10 six-ounce 
glasses.

VER since the Senate Appro- 
E priations Committee cut to 10- 

000,000 the amount to be appro- 
priated out of the $25,000,000 au- 
thorized by Congress a month ago 
for the point four program in the 
field of technical co-operation, I 
have been troubled and worried 


‘as to whether the people of the 


United States understood the 
value of this program to them 
and were letting their Senators 
know of their interest. 


The object of the point four 
program is very simple. Chiefly, 
it will help people living in areas 
where heretofore the standard of 
living has been very lew to raise 
their standard of living just a lit- 
tle. Every step forward in that 
direction is a step toward great- 
er stability and happiness among 
the people in such areas. If peo- 
ple feel that they are really. mov- 
ing forward, they do not become 
dissatisfied and lend themselves 
easily to revolution and change. 


In many of these countries, the 
point four program is designed to 
help them increase their produc- 
tion of raw materials. Some peo- 
ple think that if we were to of- 
fer to buy all the rhw materials 
that were produced in these areas, 
that alone would be sufficient in- 
centive to make ‘them produce. 
Others believe it will require 
technical assistance to help them 
to produce. 

For instance,' one of the imme- 
diate problems in India is the 
simple one of widespread hunger. 
They are trying to buy wheat 
from us. We are unable to sell it 
to them, for a number of reasons. 
But I remember hearing that one 
of our farm organization people 
who went there made a simple 
suggestion about providing cer- 
tain kinds of machinery in large 
quantities which he felt would 
revolutionize the whole problem 
of feeding the people of India. If 
they could produce not only 
enough to eat for themselves, but 
have something left to sell to us 
or to some other areas of the 


world, a very strategic part of the 
world would begin to be stabilized 
and its government would be 
strengthened. I think they would 
need technical help from us in ad- 
dition to machines. I think they 
would need help to get the ma- 
chines that would make this pro- 
duction possible, before the prom- 
ise to buy all their excess raw 
materials would serve as suffi- 
cient incentive. This point of pro- 
viding an incentive for produc- 
a however, must be borne in 
mind. 


This over-all problem of elimi- 
nating want and bring greater 
stability to peoples’ lives is one 
that must be met in many ways 
and at many different points. It 
is part of the whole struggle that 
is going on today between the 
free countries and the totalitarian 
ones. If through the point four 
program we can help to wipe out 
hunger and misery, we have 
gained a tremendous advantage 
and all the talk of the Commu- 
nists will mean very little com- 
pared to the actual improvement 
in conditions in any country 
which is really on its way to im- 
proved standards of living.

plurals as “cacti” for more than 
one cactus. Must we say “cacti’’? 
—E. S. 

Answer: Not if you dislike it. 
You will be entirely correct in 
using the English plural cactuses. 

There are in English many 
words of Latin origin which end 
in -us, of which cactus, genius, 
hippopotamus, nucleus, octopus, 
radius, syllabus, sarcophagus, are 
the most familiar. Such words 
in Latin form their plurals by 
changing -us to -i, thus: cacti, 
genii, hippopotami, nuclei, octopi, 
radii, syllabi, .sarcophagi. 

The older dictionaries prefer 
the -i plurals, despite the fact 
that the -i plurals are not at all 
at home in American English. 
The American prefers to form 
the plurals by adding -es, thus: 
cactuses, geniuses, hippopota- 
muses, nucleuses, octopuses, ra- 
diuses, syllabuses, sarcophaguses. 

And why not? Such words as 
cactus, genius, etc., have been a 
part of the English language for 
centuries, and it is quite proper, 
indeed it is best usage, to form 
their plurals according to English 
rules. And the newer diction-

On the other hand, 
several girls tell me that it is something to be admired because 
it shows he is a real he-man. They claim baldness is a sign of 
virility. This sounds silly to me but I'd like to have your 
opinion, Dr. Popenoe. How about it?”

DOUBTFUL, TO SAY the least, Betty. There is certainly 
a relationship between the growth of hair and the activity of 
the various glands of internal secretion, particularly the thy- 
roid, the adrenals, and the sex glands. Any disturbance of 
these glands is likely to affect the growth of hair. 

Several years ago a number of magazine articles expounded 
the idea your girl friends suggest, Betty; namely that the bald 
man is a he-man. That's where they undoubtedly got the idea 
they have passed on to you. 3 

On the other hand, there are whole races in which bald- 
ness is rare—the Mongolian race, for instance, and the Ameri- 
can Indian, who is largely derived from it. You won't often 
see a baldheaded Chinese, nor one with a Van Dyke beard, 
either. The gland differences that are associated with the skin 
color and, in the Chinese, with the thin layer of fat just under-

I knew of a woman whose hair grew whenever she was 
pregnant, and invariably fell out all over the body after the 
birth of the baby. All the evidence shows, therefore, that 
there is some relationship between baldness and the activity of 
the sex glands. But pattern Kaldness, which is the type com- 
monly found among American men, is a definitely inherited 
trait, passing from father to son; the mother can transmit it, 
even though she herself does not show it (unless both her 
parents were bald).

BUT I SHOULD NOT attach much weight to the idea that 
baldness is a sign of virility, Betty. It indicates that the pos- 
sessor is producing sex hormones, but virtually every man is 
doing so in an amount vastly greater than that needed by the 
body. 

In masculine women, and in others with advancing age, 
the tendency is for the hair to grow on the upper lip and on 
the point of the chin rather than on the sides of the face.

How It Started

THAT WORD “PATTERN.” 


HE paper pattern employed 
by the dressmaker could 
serve as the epitome of all 
the connotations of this word, 


“pattern.” 


The derivation of “pattern” is 
from the Old English “patron” 


‘and the French of the same spell- 


ing—signifying the patron in this 
word’s common meaning as mas- 
ter or. protector. Incidentally, 
the modern usage of “patron” to 
denote a customer is a colloquial 
offshoot not inherent in the real 
sense of this word. 

Now “patron,” from which 
“pattern” derives, is from the 
Latin “‘patronus,” out of “pater,” 
meaning father. To really under- 
‘stand the connection of “patron” 
in the derivation of pattern, 
which is the word under discus- 
sion here, it is necessary to con- 
sider the scope of “patron” in 
former times. It was a far more 
definitive term than today in 
such usage as “a patron of the 
arts.” It stood for more than 
one who encourages or patron- 
izes or aids. It was a word very 
close to “master.” Indeed in 
Roman antiquity “patron” had 
the special sense of a master 
who had freed a slave but still 
kept him under his protection. 

It is from this sense of the 
master who served as a model, 
an example, that pattern has the 
sense of Shakespeare's “I will be 
the pattern of all patience.” And 
from the patrons the model to 
emulate, to the wishes of the 
patron, was an easy step for the 
word pattern.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ANY of the fine plays an 
Mexpert makes in Canasta go 

unnoticed; many are unnec- 
essary, as it turns out. But oc- 
casionally a play will be so start- 
ling and so effective, even though 
so simple, that it cannot be over- 
looked. I wonder how many 
players would have done as the 
expert did who held the following 
hand: 


Both sides needed 120; a round 
before this player had picked up 
a pack and melded a complete 
canasta of four kings, a joker and 
two deuces. That was his side’s 
only meld. Now, on this turn, he 
had just drawn his joker. ith 
the hand as it was, it was a to- 
tally useless card, but neverthe- 
less it was startling to see him 
deliberately add it to his previ- 
ously completed canasta, before 
discarding his black three. 


Why? Well, when you think 
about it the answer is obvious 
enough. His side had gone into 
the deal with a score of 4750 
points. The mixed canasta he 
had melded was worth 430 points 
—a margin of 180 over the 5000 
mark. But if he held 135 points 
in his own hand and his partner 
still had a complete hand of 11 
cards, their score would be 
dragged down below 5000 if the 
opponent were able to put over 
a quick out. By melding his 50- 
point joker he increased his side's 
margin of safety to 230 points, 
reduced his own count to only 
85 and made it very likely that 
his. score would remain above 


Have Women Equal Rights?

AVE American women equal 
H rights with men under our 
Constitution? 

Mrs. Rosalind Bates of Los 
Angeles, speaking to the Califor- 
nia members of the American As- 
sociation of University Women, 
says they haven't. 

She declares that Turkish wo- 
men who have been released from 
the veil comparatively recently, 
have actually more rights as citi- 
zens than American women. 

“There are states in which a 
woman has no right to have chil- 
dren,” says she, “because she 
would not live with a drunken 
husband. Yet in these states a 
husband has a right to collect his 
wife's salary.” 

All of which will make my sis- 
ters extremely hot and burned up. 
But when you reduce it to cold 
facts, is it true? Are American 
women on the level of cattle? Is 
a hu&ky California or New York 
girl deprived by her sex from 
her normal rights as a citizen? 

I do not think she is. 

I believe that American women 
have all the rights that they can 
use and then some. There are 
jobs which no woman can do or 
should attempt to do just as there 
are jobs which no man can do or 
should attempt to do. There are 
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restrictions on the work in which 
women may engage but there are 
also concessions and privileges 
which more than make up the dif- 
ference between the sexes. 

Any woman who will be as con- 
siderate and tactful to her hus- 
band as she would be to her boss 
can easily hold his affection. Men 
are not raging animals. They love 
homes just as women love homes. 
They long for children just as wo- 
men long for children and they 
will go to enormous lengths to at- 
tain these ends. In fact a man 
usually pays higher in his daily 
job for the right to a home and 
family than a woman pays.

The fact 
that another card or cards in the 
pack would complete the meld 
does not alter this requirement. 

Question: A player is down to 
one card and so is the stock. THe 
last card is a red three. The laws 
Say that he must end his turn 
without discarding; does this 
mean he cannot go out? 

Answer: No. He can still go 
out if the one card he has been 
holding in his hand can be added 
to any of his side’s melds, and if 
his side already has a canasta. 
However, if the card he has been 
holding is not a player, he can’t 
go out because he can’t discard it. 

Question: A player is down to 
one card and draws a red three. 
May he waive his right to a re- 
placement draw and go out by 
putting down the red three? 

Answer: Indeed not. The red 
three is not a meld; while cards 
remain in the stock it must be re- 
placed. Even if the red three 
were the last card of the stock 
the player would not be able to 
go out, because in that case his 
—_ would end without discard-

North said that South would 
have been wiser to bid only two 
diamonds on the second round, 
because, at the 40 score, North 
certainly could not pass, and if 
he rebid spades (as North obvious- 
ly would have done, he said), then 
South could have raised spades, 
and by thus bidding over score — 
and showing length in three suits, 
he would have indicated a big 
hand and a singleton club. Then 
North would have felt quite safe 
in carrying on. North further 
argued that, even as the bidding 
went, South had the strength to 
call three spades over three 
hearts, and North said that this 
action also would have inspired 
him to keep on bidding. 

South said that this was all a 
lot of nonsense. His three-dia- 
mond jump had shown a power- 
ful hand, and it was quite prob- 
able that he was fishing for a re- 
bid of North’s suit. When North 
could not (apparently) rebid his 
spades or make any other en- 
couraging response, South. felt 
that he might jeopardize the game 
by making another slam try.
